WASHINGTON, Noy..9.—The

naldo today as being on his way to the 


town of Bambang, about seventy-five 
miles northeast of Tarlac. The recent

It is in the mountainous country of

Aguinaldo has thus far conducted his 
operations. It is said to be accessible 
from the sduth by way of only one 
route. along a river which is a branch 
of the Rio Grande. This leaves the 
rebel leader little or no opportunity of 
communicating with the coast or get- 
ting in supplies. He has also left the 
railroad, behind him. 

It is said at the War Department that 
the columns of Gen. Young and Gen. 
Wheaton will push on to the north, fol- 
lowing up the insurgent leader and his 
scattered bands. 


OTHER PARTICULARS. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

MANILA, Nov 10,- 10 a.m.—Gen. 
Wheaton’s expediton arrived off San 
Fabian Monday night, but the surf was 
too high to permit the landing of troops 
in small boats. Tuesday morning the 
- hed __Lingayen, a 
suburb of Dagupan, which has a shel- 
tered harbor with high sand dunes 
stretching from the water to the town. 
The Bennington, Helena, Manila, Cal- 
lao and Samar shelled the town and the 
beach for an hour with the full strength 
of their batteries, but there was no 
response, nor was there visible any 
signs of life. The troops were landed in 
boats, five steam launches each towing 
four boats. When these approached the 
shore and the troops began to land, a 
long line of insurgents rose from the 
sand and poured a heavy volley over 
the heads of the soldiers, following this 
with a rapid fusillade. The insurgents 
were excited and fired high, few of their 


bullets striking the b -~TWwo men, 
however, were wounded.

The Filipinos, had lain behind -the 
dunes during the bombardment, the 
sheils ploughing through the sand and 
doing them little if any damage. 

The gunboat Manila brought the news 
that when she left, Gen. Wheaton, with 
his entire force of 2700 men, was march- 
ing eastward, leaving Dagupan. 

The battleship Oregon, which had 
been ordered from Hongkong to Da- 
gupan, had not arrived at the latter 
niace when the Manila sailed. 

Gen. Young, With his cavalry, took 
San José on Wednesday. A small in- 
surgent force’ stationed there retreated. 
The troops were ferried across the 
river to Cabanatuan on a raft. During 
the passage an accident occurred. by 
which a private with the Twenty-sec- 
oni Regiment was drowned. 

Another attack has been made by the 
insurgents on Batinag; the rebels firing 
into the town for three hours, but doing 
no damage. 

The insurgents held a celebration at 
Tarlac October 29 in honor of the anti- 
imperialists. The demonstration in- 
cluded a procession, religious services 
and speeches by Aguinaldo and other 
officials. 

The Independencia, in an editorial 
article, eulogizging W. J. Bryan, says: 
“Bryan should be pictured in Filfpino 
history with equal glory with Dr. Ri- 
zal. Rizal, Brvan and Aguinaldo are 
the glorious trinity of our political re- 
demption.”’ » 

Gen. Otis and the Spanish and Brit- 
ish consuls have made arrangements 
in accordance with which the British 
cruiser Peacock is to take 20,000 rations 
and clothing to the Spanish prisoners 
in the Albay and Camarines provinces.

“BRASS BULLETS BEING USED. 
[A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—The Press has 
the following: 

“Brass bullets are being used by the 
Filipinos against the Americans. The 
fact was discovered when a bullet with 
a brass casing was extracted from the 
leg of a soldier at the Polyclinic’ Hos- 
pital recently. He is now on Govern- 
or’s Island, being nursed back to 
health. The patient is Lieut. Joseph L. 
Donovan, formerly of the Sixty-ninth 
Regiment. He went to the Philippines 
as are 
leg. Being young, strong and healthy, 


he will not die. 

The surgeons found the trouble in the 
shape of a large bullet, brass incasead, 
in the leg. Nature saved Donovan’s 
life by encysting it. Had it-not been 
for the poison-proof cyst that sur- 
rounded the bullet, Donovan would 
have died long ago, the surgeon said.” 

WITHDRAWAL OF TROOPS.

NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—A special to

LOUISVILLE (Ky.,) Nov. 9.—A con- 
fusion of claims and counter-claims, 
to quiet which the official count or, 
perhaps, a contest before the Legisla- 
ture will be necessary, is all that is 
left of Tuesday’s election. Above it 
all, vehement cries of fraud, committed 
or contemplated, are heard. Each side 
claims the election of its ticket by a 


figures to back up the claim. These 
figures in some counties vary widely, 
and it is impossible to tell which side, 
if either, has accurate returns. 

Chairman Long of the Republican 
Campaign Committee, when asked for 
an estimate of the vote on the guber- 
natorial race, said: ‘I have no esti- 
mate to give, but I can furnish the 
actual figures. On the face of the re- 
turns, Taylor’s plurality is 4136. All 
the precincts have been heard from. 
Twelve counties are not official, in- 
cluding the returns from Kenton and 
Breathitt.”’ 

Gen. Taylor said he was sure of his 
election by a majority that will not be 
less than 4000, Gen. Taylor said that 
official and semi-official returns from 
nearly every precinct in the State 
showed that he had been elected. 

A special from Frankfort quotes Gor. 
Bradley as saying: ‘Taylor has been 
elected by at least 10,000 majority and 
he will be the next Governor of Ken- 
tucky.”’ 

Onothe other hand, returns from 
Democratic sources show a plurality 
on the face of the returns of about, 2000 
for Goebel. This they claim is to be 
affected by returns from some missing 
precincts where the Democrats can 
hardly do worse than break even. 
Goebel and Senator Blackburn in in- 
terviews at Frankfort today, openly 
charge the Republicans with fraud in 
the Eleventh District, from which the 
returns are coming in very slowly. 

The indications point more strongly 
than ever to a contest before the Leg- 
islature which, there seems no reason- 
able doubt, will be controlled by the 
Democrats. Whether or not the mem- 
bers belonging to that party will stand 
together on questions affecting a con- 
test cannot now be foretold. The 
county boards of canvassers, which 
meet tomorrow, simply count and tab- 
ulatea the returns. The State Board 
of Election Commissioners then re- 
views their work and decides all ques- 
tions affecting contested ballots. This 
commission certificates to the Secre- 
tary of State the election of officers re- 
ceiving the highest number of votes.

REPORT ON OPERATIONS. 

(A. P. DAY REPORT.]} 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—The report 
of Quartermaster-General Ludington, 
made public by the War Department 
today, shows an’immense amount of 
work accomplished by this department 
in’ connection with the military opera- 
tions of the past year. 

This includes organization of a 
transport fleet, the moving of two 
armies to the Philippines, in addition 
to the troops transported to Cuba 
and Porto Rico, the repatriation of 
over 55,000 Spanish soldiers from the 
various islands captured, the care 
and transportation of the immense 
quantities of animals and supplies 
necessary for the support of our own 
soldiers and the disinterment and re- 
turn to the United States of over 
1200 soldiers and civilians, who died 
in Cuba, Hawaii, Porto Rico and the 
Philfppines, in the service of the gov- 
ernment. 

THE TRANSPORT SERVICE. 
{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—Gen. Lud- 
ington gives a list of thirty-seven ves- 
sels now included in the transport 
fleet. During the fiscal year’ these 
vessels have carried 202,587 nersons be- 
tween Cuba, Porto Rico, Hawaii, the 
Philippine Islands and the, United 
States. All this has been accomplished 
without the loss of a single life 
through this account... There have been 
carried 27,253 animals and 86,150 tons 
of freight.

PORTION OF HOTEL PROPERTY 
PASSES FROM “LUCKY.” 


James L. Flood is the Purchaser—De- 
posit Made at the Hibernia 
Bank to Bind the 
Sale. 


Final Consummation of the Transaction 
May Be Opposed—Foreclosure 
Suit Will Probably Be | 
Brought. 


Daring Hold-up at Usal — Irrigation 
Questions Discussed—Attorney Con- 
victed of Forgery—Rains 
in the North. 


[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 9.—An 

agreement for the sale or a portion of 
the site of the old Baldwin Hotel was 
‘entered into and signed today. <A de- 
posit of $110,000 was placed with the 
Hibernia Bank by James L. Flood, the 
purchaser, to bind the sale. The sale 
that was effected: today includes 186 
feet front on Market street, 22ft. Sin. 
at the gore, and 175 feet on Powell 
street. The price agreed on was $1,100,- 
000. The agreement was signed by 
Flood in person, and by Thomas Ma- 
gee, representing E. J. Baldwin. 
- It is stated-that. Baldwin will oppose 
the consummation of the sale. Baldwin 
claims that Thomas Magee was not au- 
thorized to sell at the figure agreed on. 
He contends that to sellit forthe price 
named, leaving him with the less desir- 
able portion, for which only $300,000 
could hope to be obtained, would be 
virtually selling the hotel site for $1,- 
400,000, a preposterously inadequate 
sum, according to his views. 

The Hibernia Bank is much inter- 
ested in the sale of enough Baldwin 
property to pay off the indebtedness of 
$1,650,000 due to that institution. Al- 


though the security for the principal 


is excellent, Baldwin has fallen behind 
in the payment of his. interest, which 


amounts to $100,000 a year. Great was | 


the bank’s disappointment, therefore, 
when Baldwin, after his arrival from 
the southland, declared he would not 
be forced to accept a figure %o far hoe- 
low his estimate of $2,000,000 as the 
value of the entire hotel site, 

The filing of the agreement to sell by 
Flood and Magee is the first step. The 
next one may be the filing of a fore- 
closure suit by the Hibernia Bank. 
This would require some weeks to coun- 
clude, after which Baldwin would i:ave 
@ year in which to redeem the oroparty.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 9.—The Su-

cision involving a case of habeas cor- 
pus in which points were raised that 
have never been judicially passed upon 
before. In the insane asylum at Napa 
is a man named Hugh Buchanan, who 
had been committed by the Superior 
Court of Yuba county, pending his trial 
upon a charge of murder. A petition 
for habeas corpus was then presented 
to Judge E. D. Ham of the Superior 
Court of Napa, setting forth that the 
_ patient had recovered his sanity and 


was entitled to be discharged from the | 


asylum, and be redelivered into the 
custody of the Sheriff of Yuba, to be 
placed on trial. Judge Ham issued the 
writ, making it returnable before the 
acting judge of the court, who was 
Judge Joseph P. Jones of Contra Costa 
county. 

Superintendent A.._M.--Gardner 
of the Napa asylum made return of 
the writ, showing the commitment of 
Buchanan, who, he alleged, had not re- 
covered his sanity. He claimed that 
Buchanan cannot be delivered to the 
Sheriff of Yuba county except upon the 
certificate of the superintendent of the 
asylum, showing that the patient had 
recovered his sanity. Judge Jones de- 
cided that the superintendent’s point 
was not well made, and insisted upon 
the command of the writ being com- 
plied with. 

In an opinion written by Commis- 
sioner Chipman, the decision of Judge 
Jones is sustained, and.Justice MeFar- 
land, in a concurring paragraph, adds 
that the right to the benefits of habeas 
corpus is sacred and cannot be 
abridged. 


TERRILL GUILTY OF FORGERY.

ARIZONA KICKERS. 


HOT TIMES IN THE OLD TOWN OF 
PHOENIX. 


All the Papers Jumping on Gen. 
Sherman and the Council for Oppos- 
ing a Waterworks Bond Issue—Ex- 
amples of Lurid Southwestern 
Journalism. 


PHOENIX, Noy. 8, 1899.—Phoenix, at 
the present writing, is “ripped up the 
back” over the proposition of isuing 
$315,000 in bonds for the building of mu- 
nicipal waterworks and sewerage sys- 
tems. Monday night three members of 
the City Council refused to order a 
bond election, and as a result the Ga- 
zette and Republican-Herald are fairly 
delirious. The papers assert it is a case 
of the people on one side and M. H. 
Sherman and boodle on the other. ine 
real facts of the case are that a very 
considerable number of conservative 
business men .oppose the proposed 
waterworks and that the bond-issi.2 
faction is led by ex-Mayor Adams, wh» 
is an energetic, able sort of fellow, 
with an undount:d animosity tuward 
Sherman. 

When the Phoenix papers start out 
to give a man the impression that they 
disapprove of him or his actions, they 
leave him in no doubt as to their mean- 
ing. Their style of criticism seems to 
have been affected by the literary influ- 
ence of the Arizona Kicker, and what 
it lacks in polish it gains in pictur- 
esque vividness. For example, the Ga- 
zette says: 

“The farmers of the Buckeye had bet- 
ter keep a sharp-eye on the Los Ange- 


les-Phoenix combination of  bunco 
sharps or they will get harpooned. 
These three-card-monte sharps are 


after their lands and water both.’ 

“Now, Mr. City Council, take another 
hitch in your official breechclout and 
vote to extend the water franchise for 
twenty-five years.”’ 

The Republican tells how Gen. Sher- 
man “cut in” on a telephone line while 
two prominent and pious Phoenictans

“THE EVOLUTION OF WOMAN” 


AT THE EBELL. 


The general meeting of the Ebell 
was held yesterday afternoon at the 
clubrooms on South Broadway. Mrs. 
C. N Flint, president of the club, pre-. 
sided. he programme opened with a 
piano solo by Miss Clara Bosbyshell, 
after which P. A. Demens, Esq., en- 
tertained the members with a well- 
written and instructive paper on “The 
Evolution of Woman.” Mr. Demens 
is a Russian ‘writer of considerable 
prominence, and his ideas on the 
woman question were especially inter- 
esting. 

The speaker said that the modern 
woman is very rapidly emancipatinzg 
herself by every day’s induction. 
Woman's leagues and clubs, woman's 
entrance into all trades and  profes- 
sions, her struggle for material and 
mental independence, for suffrage—all 
those new apparitions loudly speak 
for the intensity and far-spreading 
spheres of influence of the movement. 
It is also fully understood that they 
serve her only as stepping-stones to- 
ward the final goal—complete equality 
with man. 

Mr. Demens said that successful evo- 
lution of humanity has always been 
going in the same direction, in the di- 
rection of emancipation and liberty, 
and that he cannot conceive why 
woman shall not succeed in the same 
line, while Russian and German serfs 
and American negroes did so. On ac- 
count of her sexual construction, wo- 
man can néver be an equal to the man 
in the physical sense, but legally she 
certainly can and will. 

Mr. DLemens took the stand that the 
emancipation from what he terms 
mental and political slavery will ne- 
cessitate the loss of many things now 
considered essential to the best good 
and happiness of the family. At the 
same time he believes that out of the 
present disorder will grow, eventually, 
a better order of things, although what 
that order is to be he is not prepared 
to state. 

Mr. Demens quoted from. different 
authorities on the subject of political 
and domestic economy, and sought to 
show that women are leaving the old 
beaten paths simply because they are 
restless and have wearied of woman’s 
spheres, as it was understood several 
years: ago. He also quoted figures 
showing that women are largely re- 
sponsible for the increase in the ratio 
of divorce, and he believes that this 
state of affairs is the natural out- 
growth of woman's desire to become 
the equal of man. 

At the conclusion of the paper 
Mrs. Francis Lewis Hord rendered a 
vocal solo, after which the regular 
club tea was enjoyed.

THE TRAITORS OF 18:2. 


Massachusetts with respect to the con- 
duct of affairs in our Far Eastern pos- 
sessions calls to mind the attitude of 
a portion of the people of that State in 


and Great Britain. Some of the points 
of resemblance between conditions now 
and then have been indicated by the 
San Francisco Chronicle. At that time 
Massachusetts was not alone in her 
opposition to the course of this na- 


voiced its disapproval of the declara- 
tion of war against the mother coun- 
try in words and by acts that were 
clearly seditious and treasonable. As 
the Chronicle points out, “cattle were 
driven in great herds across the border 
into Canada to feed the English 
armies, and in other respects the na- 
tional enemy was almost openly favored. 

‘he Governor of Vermont not only 
discouraged the enlistment of volun- 
teers, but issued an order for<the  re- 
turn home of regiments of that State 
in New York; and the patriotic answer 
of the volunteers was, ‘We will con- 
tinue in the service of.our country till 
discharged, and we regard your proc- 
lamation with mingled emotions of pity 
and contempt.’” The Chronicle adés: 
“This noble response—substantially 
such as was given by some of the vol- 
unteer regiments in the Philippines— 
goes far to relieve the gallant little 
State that has given our navy a Dewey, 
from the obloquy of a shameful order 
by an unpatriotic Governor.” 

Our contemporary points out further 
that the “Governor of Massachusetts 
took it upon himself to issue an official 
message declaring our government to be 
ine the wrong in its conflict with Great 
Britain, and that when a nation made 
a holiday celebration of the splendid 
naval victory of Lawrence, the Legisla- 
ture of Massachusetts sought to re- 
strain popular enthusiasm by passing a 
resolution declaring that it did ‘not be- 
come a religious people to express any 
approbation of military or naval ex- 
ploits not immediately defensive.” But 
as the Chronicle says, this “does not 
cloud the glory of the old Bay State, 
the courage and patriotism of whose 


national honor. It simply serves to 
show that short-sighted public men, be- 
trayed by their prejudices or business 
interests, can go wrong in Massa- 
chusetts as well as in Missouri, and 


that their voices should not be ac- 
cepted as the echoes of wisdom.” 
In this connection the Chronicle 


points to the fact. that upon the au- 
thority of Commodore Decatur it has 
been charged that blue lights were 
treacherously displayed to warn the 
enemy of his movements in New Lon- 
don Harbor, and that hence the term, 
“Blue-light Federalist,” was, for some 
years thereafter, applied as a political 
reproach. 

Thus do we see that Massachusetts 
and the remainder of New England had 
their Atkinsons, their Hoars, and their 
Boutwells in those earlier times when 
our soldiers upon the land and our sail- 
ors upon the sea were fighting with sur- 
passing valor the battles of their coun- 
try, and earning for the’nation of Uncle 
Sam that place which it has now finally 
attained among the powers of the world. 

It appears extraordinary that a coun- 
try which has given birth to a Garri- 
son, a Phillips, a Whittier, a Lowell and 
that long line of leaders contemporary 
with them in the battle for freeing the 
slaves under our flag, should also house 
a band of tories whose objects and aims 
have ever been to embarrass our gov- 
ernment in its defense of the nation’s 
honor, and who should attempt to stay 
the onward march of America to the 
goal of its manifest destiny—that of 
carrying enlightenment to the ignorant 
and benighted, and setting up good 
government and the blessings of liberty 
under our starry flag wherever fortune 
shall lead us, whether it shall be the 
fortunes of war, the fortunes of treaty 
or the fortunes of commerce. ? 

But it is good to know that the dis- 
senters in Massachusetts, or elsewhere, 
are but a mere handful as compared 
with the great mass of loyal, patriotic 
and sane people who support the gov- 
ernment in its every emergency; who 
pay their share of the nation’s expenses 
cheerfully; who enlist when the war 
trumpet sounds the “assembly,” and 
who, in all seasons, in all places, -and 
at all times, uphold American author- 
ity, take pride in American achievement 
and give cheer to those who are carry- 
ing the nation’s burdens through toil 
and stress to everlasting success. 


The London Chronicle evidently has 
some queer ideas about things on this 
side of the pond. Commenting upon 
Tuesday’s elections, that journal speaks 
about the President’s “bold development 
of an imperialist policy in China.” 
Where our esteemed British contem- 
porary gets the idea that the President 
has entered upon a policy of imperial- 
ism in China’ we do not clearly under- 
stand.

The Federa- 
tion of Labor, it is further stated, will 
urge the movement, and the demand is 
to be made upon the City Council of the 
Windy City next Monday night. 

The unmitigated gall of this proposi- 
tion ‘ passes all comprehension. Or- 
ganized impudence and selfish fanati- 
cism can no further go. If the City 
Council should accede to this infamous 
demand, the effect would be in fact to 
establish in that city a government of 
trades unions, by trades unions, for 
trades unions. Under such a regime the 
members of these proscriptive organiza- 
tions might well say, in the language 
of a certain railroad magnate, “The peo- 
ple be d——d!”

The people of the country, outside of 
Chicago, will watch with considerable 
interest this attempt on the part of 
these organized conspirators to pervert 
the principles, purposes and methods of 
free government. It is barely possible 
that the City Council of Chicago will 
be weak enough to entertain the mon- 
strous proposition of these men; for 
politicians are proverbially - cowardly, 
and too often, under the pressure of cow- 
ardice, play such fantastic tricks before 
high heaven as make the angels’ weep. 
But if the politicians of the Chicago 
Council should yield to the importunities 
of these conspirators, and should enact 
the law which they demand, the trou- 
ble would be by no means ended. It 
would, rather, be only just begun. Such 


and would, moreover, be.directly in vio- 
lation of the letter and the spirit of the 
Constitution ‘of the United 
which is the Magna Charta of our lib- 
erties, the palladium of our civil rights. 
No law so one-sided and unjust could 
be enforced anywhere under the juris- 
diction of the American flag. An at- 
tempt to enforce it would lead to an 
immediate appeal to the courts; and no 
court in the country would for. a mo-_ 
ment sustain so narrow and silly an en- 
actment. 

It seems incredible that men having 
sufficient intelligence to keep outside of 
institutions for the care of the feeble- 
minded, could seriously entertain a 
proposition so monstrous as the one 
above referred to. The fact that the 
Chicago trades-unionists do entertain it 
seriously is proof conclusive that they 
have minds so perverted and prejudiced 
that they are unable to perceive the 
great principles of right, of truth, and 
of justice. If their minds were not so 
perverted, they would perceive that the 
laws, whether State, municipal, or na- 
tional, are for the protection and re- 
straint of all the people who come un- 
der their jurisdiction, and not for the 
protection and restraint of any particu- 
lar class. They would further per- 
ceive that the non-union workmen in 
the city of Chicago, as well as every- 
where else, far outnumber those who be- 
long to trades unions, and that to ask 
the City Council to legislate in the,in- 
terest of a minority, as against the 
interest of a majority, is in itself an im- 
pudent proposition—a proposition too 
ridiculous to be seriously entertained, 
even if the Council had a perfect right 
to entertain it, which it has not. The 
non-union men of Chicago are citizens 
‘and taxpayers, and as such areas 
much entitled to the full protection of 
the law and of the officers charged 
with the duty of executing and enforc- 
ing the law as are the members of 
trades unions, or any other class of men. 

The City Council, as a simple matter 
of fact, has no power whatever to enact 
any laws which are designed to confer 
protection upon one class of citizens 
which is denied to others. Under the 
protecting aegis of that charter of our 
liberties, the Constitution of the United 
States, there can be no discriminations 
in this matter, but the laws must ap- 
ply alike to all. The attempt of the 
Chicago trades unions to pervert the 
machinery of municipal government to 
their uses in the flagrant manner pro- 
posed will fail miserably, as it ought, 
even though the Chicago City Council 
should show a willingness to subserve 
the ends of the conspirators. There are 
higher legislative bodies than the Chi- 
cago City Council, and there are higher 
courts than those of Chicago. These 
higher tribunals would be called upon 
without delay to pass upon the validity 
of a law so preposterous as the one pro- 
posed. And they would condemn such 
a law.

DEBRIS OF A COMET. 


SHOWER OF METEORS EXPECTED 
NEXT TUESDAY. 


Falling Stars are Fragments of 
Tempel’s Comet That Went to 
Pieces Only Thirty-three Centuries 
Ago—Rare Celestial Fireworks 
Scheduled. | 


the 14th or 15th inst. is expected the ap- 
pearance that every thirty-three years 
takes place of millions of “falling 
Stars.’’ In 1800, 1833 and 1866 the phe- 


and it is predicted that this year the 
November display will be unusually 
spectacular. 

Since the first noted flight, in 1833, 
meteoric astronomy has been studied, 
and it has been found that the tracks 
of shooting stars seen on certain dates, 
when traced backward, point to a par- 
ticular point of the heavens, or that 
meteors appear to radiate from a cer- 
tain point among the stars, situated 
in the constellation of the Lion, on 
which account these shooting stars 
have been called Leonides or Leonids. 
None who behold the cataclysm of fire 
which will pour from the sky when the 
orbit of the Leonids intersects that of 
the earth will fail to bear forever in 
mind the memory of the_ spectacle. 
Every year a few scattered fragments 
of the shattered heavenly body are 
seen, but the appearance of the main 
groups is relatively rare. 

The single meteor or meteorite which 
makes, when it strikes the atmosphere 
of the earth, the so-called shooting star 
is often a mere tramp of the heavens— 
the detached fragment of some burst 
planet, too small for observation with 
the best telescope, wandering in space 
until it comes within the circle of at- 
traction of some larger body, when 
gravity causes it to fall. Generally in 
the course of its descent through the 
atmosphere of the larger body ‘the me- 
teorite generates so much heat that it 
is entirely consumed; but, if large 
enough, a part remains and strikes the 
earth. But neither the single meteor 
nor meteorite can be ‘observed except 
in the brilliant fashion of its death. 

The comet, on the contrary, is a crea- 


| ture of the skies more to be reckoned 


with; for, erratic as its wanderings 

may seem, in reality it pursues a defi- 

nite course among the stars. The 

lengths of the orbit which comets travel 

vary from a few hundred millions of 
_to.thousands. 


time which. different comets take in 
“completing their orbits varies from” 


three and one-half to a hundred thous- 
and years. The preciseness of astro- 
nomical knowledge is such that the 
exact distance of one of these bodies 
movés in a second can be determined. 
Hence the time at which it will arrive 
at any given point in its orbit can be 
predicted to the second. As the Leon- 
ids are but the fragments of a former 
comet, and as those fragments are fol- 
lowing the course pursued in bygone 
ages by that comet, there is nothing 
remarkable in the future statement 
that modern astronomers can predict 


the time at which the November me-{ 


teoric showers will appear. The 
swarms of particles which formed the 
once glorious orb known.as Tempel’s 
comet now pursue in the outer dark- 
ness of space the identical path which 
they followed when parts of a com- 
posite whole. 
‘This year the earth wri strike the 
center of the comet, and on the prin- 
cipal night—which will probably be that 
of November 14—the meteoric snower 
is expected to present a scene ofr 


be much to reward the watcher. 

Reckoned by the figures of the heav- 
ens, the Leonids are but infants. Ac- 
cording to Prof. Newcomb, Tempel’s 
comet has been dead only 3300 years. 
The cause. of explosion was probably 
the intense heat generated by the ter- 
rific rate at which the comet revolved. 
But for the fragments of the burning 
body there could be norest. The forces 
which compelled the larger body to 
follow through countless ages a certain 
path were at work as well among the 
flying particles. They fell into line, the 
larger fragments taking the head of 
the line and the smaller particles fall- 
ing in behind for a million miles or 
more, and the unending journey, inter- 
rupted for a while, was taken up 
again along the old path. The course 
of Tempel’s comet and of its subse- 
quent particles completely encircles the 
orbit of the earth, touching it only at 
one point on its outer edge. Continu- 
ing, it crosses the orbit of Jupiter and 
Saturn and extends a few million miles 
beyond that of Uranus. Its orbit is 
elliptical and twenty times as long as 
that of the earth. 

No one is able to predict the exact 
hour at which the November meteoric 
showers will begin. Although these 
meteoroids revolve around the sun ina 
definite orbit, the point of that orbit’s 
intersection with the orbit of the earth 
moves forward at the rate of one and 
one-half degrees a year, thus throwing 
the advent of the meteors a few hours 
later at each succeeding fall. For ex- 
ample, the fall ef 1833 occurred on the 
night of November 13; the fall of 1899 
will take place on the evening of No- 
vember 14, and probably will be of some 
hours’ duration. It will be visible 
throughout the whole of the North 
American continent and in Europe and 
Asia. The November meteors receive 
the name of Leonids from the fact that 
they seem to pour out from that part 
‘of the heavens wherein is located the 
constellation of Leo. In weight these 
meteors vary from a ‘few grains. to 
many pounds. On striking the earth’s 
atmosphere they begin to burn at the 
height of seventy-four miles, and are 
generally entirely consumed at a height 
of fifty miles. .

LONDON, Nov. 9.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.} The I.ord Mayor’s show, which 
marked the induction of A. J. Newton 
into office, was favored Sday by excep- 
tionally brilliant weather. Antiquated 
floats failed to satisfy the London 
crowds who poured out in enormous 
numbers to vent their martial enthusi- 
asm. The streets were lavishly deco- 
rated with flags, but the absence of a 
detachment of the Household Cavalry, 
and ‘the substitution of a number of 
schoolboy brigades, testified to the 
presence of the veterans at the front. 

A car representing Great Britain sur- 


- rounded by her sons, the Canadian and 


Australian volunteers, evoked hearty 
applause, as did the boys of the Duke 
of York’s Royal Military School. The 
crowds, however, wanted khaki uni- 
forms, and refused to. be reconciled

DIPLOMACY AND DINING. 

[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

LONDON, Novy. 9.—At the Guild Hall 
banquet the Marquis of Salisbury, Lord 
Wolsley,’ Mr. Ritchie, Lord Hamilton, 
Lord Halsbury, the Lord Chief Justice, 
the Duke of Marlborough and a few 
minor diplomats were present. Cham- 
berlain was absent. Lord Salisbury and 


~Lord Wolseley were warmly cheered as 


they passed from the reception in the 
library into the banquet hall. The Lord 
Mayor proposed “The Ministers” in a 
spéech in which he vigorously denounced 
“the ignorant arrogance of the inva- 
der,”’ dwelling on the fact that Sir Al- 
fred Milner, in spite of herculean ex- 
ertions, was unable to “prevail with 
the overbearing, corrupt oligarchy, 
therefore other of our champions have 
the hitsiness in hand.” . 

During the course of the banquet, 
Lord Wolsley announced that orders 
had.been given to mobilize another -di- 
vision for South Africa, and that the 
government was quite prepared to mob- 
ilize a second army corps. 

Lord Salisbury, rising at 9:15 o’clock 
to reply to the Lord Mayor, was 
greeted with intense enthusiasm, pro- 
longed cheering and a general waving 
of handerkchiefs. The Premier said: 

“I have had to answer for many 
years similar kind receptions in this 
hall, but never before under conditions 
that justified me in appealing so con- 
fidently to your sympathy and support 
in the present grave state of public af- 
fairs. Before turning to this serious 
point, my duty is to inform you that 
our situation in South Africa is the 
only part of our relations with other 
nations to which any term of appre- 
hension or doubt can be applied. 

“For several years our relations with 
and cordial feelings toward our kins- 
men on the other side of the Atlantic 
have been constantly growing, and 
though neither we interfere in the af- 
fairs of their country, nor they Inter- 
fere in the affairs of ours, we feel we 
can always look for sympathy and a 
fair hearing among those who share 
with us so vast a mission for the ad- 
vancement of mankind. 

“But perhaps you think I am san- 
guine in saying that on the continent 
of Europe we have no hostility to fear. 
There is undoubtedly a certain acer- 
bity of tone among the writers for the 
foreign press, but I do not believe that 
the trend of this opinion affects the 
peoples of foreign nations. I am _ quite 
certain it does not affect their govern- 
ment, and I will say that I have noted, 
as one of the cheering symptoms of 
the present time, the happy relations 
existing between the United States and 
ourselves, [cheers] and the sympathy 
with which we watch their approach 
to the same great problems that we 
ourselves have had to solve. That is 
not to say that I do not feel the great- 
est sympathy with their late antago- 
nist, the kingdom of Spain. We enter- 
tain the highest hope that out of that 
war a blessing in disguise will grow— 
and an &bundant growth—civilization 
and culture in that ancient and most 
interesting monarchy. 

“This morning you had intelligence 
of an agreement between ourselves and 
one of the great continental States 
with which for many years we have 
entertained relations of sympathy and 
friendship beyond others. Samoa is not 
in itself a very important matter, but 
it was important because it consti- 
, tuted a subject of difference between 
* ourselves and a nation whose good will 
we. prize very very highly. I do not 
know entirely the reason why the Ger- 
man people and government attach so 
much importance to Upolu, but they 
do, and-we are very glad to find the 
means whereby,. without In the least 
diminishing the rights and advantages 
of England, we are able to gratify their 
‘wiews and sentiments. 

“The agreement is somewhat compli- 
cated. but roughly it may be said that 
the Germans had. great interests“ in 
this island, because they have invested 


large amounts in its cultivation, and’ 


because they have constructed a great 
commerce, of which they are proud. 
The islands, therefore, are of great 
value to them. To us, on the other 


“hand, islands are generally only valu- 


able when they furnish good harbors. 
Upolu’ furnishes a very bad harbor. 
You will remember the great hurricane 
when a British man-of-war escaped, 
and when German and American men- 
of-war were driven ashore. Well. in 
these circumstances we were giad to 
receive a renunciation of the treaty 
claims and rights of Germany in an- 
other island, Tonga, where there is an 
admirable harbor. We took the har- 
bor, and Germany took the territory 
in which for many reasons the Ger- 
mans are interested. 


“T believe we have arrived at a re- 


markable phenomenon—an agreement 
which agreeably pleasant and ad- 
vantageous to both powers, but this is 
Interesting particularly because it in- 
dicates that at the present moment our

“The great subject that interests all 
of us undoubtedly is this war, adorned 
with so many splendid feats of hero- 
ism and skill, but saddened by so many 
losses.

deal with the future I should be under- 
taking a task in prophecy from which 
the hardiest would shrink. If I speak 
at all, it may rather be to deprecate 
criticisms and statements which I think 
unfounded than to attempt to pass 
judgment on what still depends upon 
the future for its full determination. 

“Respecting the . feeling expressed 
twice or thrice, that the want of troops 
is due to a want of action on the part 
of the home government, I would point 
out that there have been two or three 
voices. Two or three months ago we 
were told by the most authoritative 
voice outside the government that there 
was no occasion for military prepara- 
tions. Since then we have been blamed 
because there were no military prepara- 
tions. But neither of these criticisms 
is at all relevant to the vents which 
have been taking place. It has been 
often said, especially abroad, that we 


jare a strong nation attacking a weak 


one, but so long as the principal part 
of our forces is separated by an in- 
terval of five or six weeks from the 
field of action, it would rather be true 
to say that we are a weak nation fight- 
ing a strong nation. Elements of dis- 
tance are very essential in this matter. 

“It would have been nothing to the 
purpose to issue proclamations for 
the reserves some weeks earlier. For 
what was the cause of the war, and 
what was the cause of the ultimatum? 
It was not because of any demand we 
had made. It so happens that at the 
moment the ultimatum was issued we 
had withdrawn our demands, and there 
were no demands before the Transvaal 
government. It was because we had 
taken measures to increase the amount 
of our forees in South Africa. But if 
that had been done a few months 
sooner, exactly the same result would 
have taken place. The moment you 


.had shown signs of raising your foree 


toanequality with the force of South 
Africa, that moment the ultimatum 
would have been iSsued and war — 
have begun. 

“It-is not, therefore,. right. to eax. that 
there was not adequate military prepu- 
ration.The evil dates farther back. it 
dates to those unfortunate ‘arrange- 
— in 1881 and 1884, by which we 

eliberately permitted a community, 
obviously hostile, to enjoy the un- 
bounded, unlimited right of. accumulat- 
ing munitions of war against us. Year 
after year an accumulation of muni- 
tions was made which could only be 
directed against us. Hampered by 


these_arrangements, it was impossible || 


that we should avoid the interval of 
trial and danger necessary to_ inter- 
vene between the -moment when war 


was declared and the moment when. 


our forees could accept contest and 
appear upon the: field. 

“That interval has rearly§ passed. 
Our troops are beginning to arrive. 
Foreign nations have comp'timented us 
upon the calmness with which we have 
received the intelligence of occasional 
checks. Whatever _ strategy there 
might be, we are wel! aware that the 
,0ers 


our troops from positions they are not 
strong enough to occupy. It is neces- 
sary that we should wait for sufficient 
reinforcements. I do not attempt to 
forecast the future. I only say that 
my faith in the British soldier is un- 
bounded, and I am deeply gratified to 
feel that be is in the vigorous, saga- 
cious hands of Gen. Buller. 

“Regarding the future, I will cnly 
deprecate some very strange assertions 
that I se@ occasionally in the conti- 
nental press. Only the other day, I 
#aw it asserted, not by a chance 
writer, but by a man who has been @ 
member of a French government, that 
this war had for its objects the grati- 
fication of the lusts of greedy lords, 
who desired a partition. among them- 
selves of the gold and diamonds of the 
Transvaal. Now, I beg to assure this 
gentleman, that Her Majesty’s Cabinet 
have not had a farthing from the 
Transvaal or from any other gold 
fields. There is the Yukon, about which 
there is no contest. If there had been 
any chance of our gaining advantages, 
these Yukon gold fields should hive 
yielded something, but I appeal to my 
friend, Lord Hamilton, to know if the 
Cabinet ever had a farthing from them 
[Laughter.] 

“T go further. England, as a whole, 
would have had no advantage from the 
possession of gold mines except as her 
government conferred the blessing of 
good administration on those engaged 
in the industry. All industry breeds 
commerce, and all commerce has pro- 
duced is to the advantage of England, 
and all the industries and commerce 
fiourish better under her government 
than under any other régime in the 
world. But that is the limit of our 
interest. 

“What we desire is equal rights be- 
fore all men of all races, and security 
for our fellow-subjects and our empire. 
The hour for asking by what means 
these results can be obtained is not 
yet come, but these are the objects and 
the only objects we seek. We do not 
allow any other consideration to cross 
our path. I have seen it suggested— 
and it seems to me a wild suggestion 
—that the other powers will interfere 
with this country, and in some form or 
other dictate to those who are con- 
cerned in it as to what its upshot had 
been. Don’t let any man think it is 
in that fashion the conflict wdll be con- 
cluded. We shall have to chrry it 
through ourselves, and the interference 
of anybody else will have no effect 
upon it [Cheers.] In the first place, 
because we would not accept that in- 
terference, and in the second place, be- 
cause we are convinced that there is 
no such idea in the mind of any gov- 
ernment in the world. 

“Within my recollection there have 
been some five or six wars, involving 
in their close great territoriel modifi- 


cations, but, except as provided for by ) 


treaties, and except .in the case of 
treaties, in none of these wars has a 
third party ventured to interfere be- 
tween the combatants. In none of 
these wars has any nation claimed a 
right to demand what the issue of the 
contest or its terms should be. They 
have not claimed that right, because 
they cannot. It is not in accordance 
with international law that they should 
possess it. Therefore such dreams 
should be set aside. 

‘Wherever we are victorious we shall 
consult the vast interests committed to 
our care. Vast duties lie upon us to 
perform, and, taking council of the 
uniform traditions of our colonial gov- 
ernment, and of the moderation and the 
equal justice to all races of men which 


it has been our uniform practice to; 


observe, I do not doubt we shall so ar- 
range that the issue of this contest will 
confer good government upon the area 
where it rages, and give the security 
sorely needed against the recurrence of 
any such dangers and the necessity of 
any future exertion, and for the resto- 
ration of peace and civilization to that 
portion of the world.” 

Lord Salisbury resumed his seat amid 
a tremendous ovation. 

TWO IMPORTANT POINTS.

LONDON, Nov. 10.—As was antici- 
pated; Lord Salisbury. in his speech at 
the Lord Mayor’s banquet last evening, 
said practically nothing that would 
throw light on the ultimate fate of the 
Boer republic. The speech was of the 
commenting rather than of the inform- 
ing order. The important points in his 
speech which attract universal atten- 
tion and gratification are his references 
to the friendship of the United States 
and Germany, and his plain statement 
that there will be no European inter- 
vention.

OBSERVATIONAL, 
Systematic Inspection.

To the intelligent 
orange-grower, November is the. field 


month for observation—and wil! 
Visit systematically every tree in his 
orchard. It the best time to dis- 
cover the result of his regular lines: of 
eulture, and of any experimentation he 
may have made, as well as to take a 
record of the health of his trees. More 
especially is this true as to the results 
of last spring’s pruning, and the re- 
quirements of next spring in that line. 
It is the object of this article to offer 
Some practical suggestions on pruning, 
from the text that every tree in most 
localities needs it. and that it must be 
done by practical men and from per- 
sonal observation of the habits ana re- 
quirements of each tree. Consequently 
the grower who frequents the orchard 
every 
doing the work properly, unless he has 
a foreman or expert pruner who has 
ample opportunity to study the Iindi- 
vidual tree. Admitting that more can 


is 


~—-~be—learned of the requirements of an 


orchard in November or early Decem- 
ber than during all the balance of the 
year, which is true, it is the time now 
+ for a close scrutiny of the trees, for 
should they require pruning it must be 


___ done in time to assist in the setting of 
next Year's crop, and no better index 


is needed for how and where to prune 
than an observation of the growing 
crop. 

There are a few sections where it 
is useless to prune orange trees: where 
they grow sparsely, Symmetrically, and 
yet in perfect health and rx asonabile 
productiveness. It may be stated that 
wherever heavy crops are produced, the 
pruner should follow the fertilizer, trri- 
gator and cultivator as an indispensa- 
ble factor. Soil capable of producing 
heavy fruitage also produces dense, 

persistent foliage, and the more vigor- 
ous the tree the more persistent the 
leaves, excluding light and air. If the 
inside branches are not relieved by the 
lopping of the outside limbs with fruit, 
_, @eath to all smiall inner twigs ensues, 
and half the bearing area of the tree 
is gone. If they do get relief it lasts 
only long enough for suckers to form, 
resulting in an impenetrable top when 
the fruit is removed, and the outside 
limbs regvgume their normal position. 
Besides the loss in bearing area 
through improper pruning, the fruit 
formed upon the outside of a vigorous 
tree is inclined to grow in clusters, thus 
producing irregular sizes, endangering 
the crop by wind swinging, frost, sun- 
burn-and fruit cracking, and rendering 
©the tree liable to ruin. from storms 
and the want of propping. ° 


One of the most important points in 
having a tree pruned properly is that 
the finest fruit is always produced 
from branches protected from the ex- 
tremes of weather, and from well ma- 
tured, even-growing branches. This 
can be secured only by carefully re- 
moving the dead wood, thinning out 
the surplus foliage, and admitting the 
light and air sufficiently to mature the 
inner fruit buds, and to set, mature and 
ripen the fruit. 
bear heavier under these conditions. 
but it will carry its “fruit better 
through storms, protect it better from 
frost, and preserve the tree from dam- 


age by keeping its top _ ripened 
and strong against winds. If 
any one wants further proof that 
well-ventilated foliage will produce 
even, well-distributed crops, let him 


examine an orange tree, that has been 
gophered. The tree will stop grow- 
ing, almost as soon as its roots have 
been barked to the gopher's taste. 
Its leaves will become sparse, and it 
will soon have a top where perfect 
ventilation is secured. Notice, then, 
how the tree goes to fruit. The or- 
anges are evenly distributed through 


the tree. There is ‘no. crowding, or 
clustering, and every orange will. be 
of the exact size:and quality of the 


others, and the results poor only be- 
cause of the daily diminishment of 
sustenance. Here you have both the 
_theory and. proof of proper bearing 
conditions in the foliage of an _ or- 
ange plant, and the orchardists who 
have recognized and applied this prin- 
ciple in the proper pruning of their 
trees have a crop maturing almost as 
heavily at the center of their tree 
tops as upon the outer branches.

pruning saw till March, April and May. 
Pruning for ventilation and light 
should begin about the sixth year, un- 
der ordinary circumstances, for at that 
age the outer foliage usually begins to 
burden the inner, causing ‘drone 
wood” to accumulate through the in-

pen that can spread such ruin over an ft 


enterprise that had been coached by 
the nurserymen and the State print- 
ing office till it boasts more. trees 
planted than any other fruit industry 
in the State. 

It is a deplorable fact that it was left 
to the press of Southern California to 
elaborate the truth about the condi- 
tion of the olive groves in this end of 
the State, before any notice was taken 
of the case by the horticultural au- 
thorities. Hundreds of thousands of 
dollars have been worse than lost, for 
the investment has incumbered the 
ground and prevented the improvement 
of the lands involved. It is the duty 
of the State and county commissions 
to be alive on all that pertains to the 
welfare of the industry they are main- 
tained to promote, and when one fac- 
tor is Known to be languishing they 
should go after it like the shepherd 
his one lost sheep, leaving the others 
in prosperity until it should be re- 
deemed. 

Secretary Lelong wound up his talk 
to the farmers at Anaheim by _ the 
statement that ‘‘during the discussion 
of the olive question here in Southern 
California, it has been stated thatthe 
fruit does not bear. That is too sweep- 
ing an assertion, and I warn you 

gainst condemning the fruit. We 
know that in Europe the best bearing 
years of the olive are from 100 to 200 
years.”” This is important, if true, for 
there are yet from 90 to 190 years of 
hope and delightful suspense for the 
growers, who thus have from three to 
six generations left in which to decide 
whether to cut down their trees or 
wait assistance from the commission 
in making them bear and cultivating 
a profitable market. . 

The.-Times did not attempt to dis- 
cover the truth about the olive busi- 
ness with the desire to find material 
with which to condemn it. The in- 
vestigations were ‘impartially and 
thoroughly made. A transcript on file 


‘shows that the growers were almost 


unanimous in condemning the business 
as unprofitable, and proves that’ the 
industry has not paid the interest on 
the investment, even under the most 
favorable conditions. This exposition 
has no doubt reached the attention of 
most of the county and State commis- 


sions where the olive-has-been. grown, 


and they are expected to take the

Authorities agree that bacilli produces 
all these diseases, but that they are 
not necessarily fatal where treatment 
is available, supported by a healthy 
condition of the stock.

“What is the best time to irrigate or- 
ange trees to get the best results?”’ The 
rule for the last two years has been to 
irrigate whenever you can get. the 
water, winter and summer. No special 
time can‘the given as the best for irri- 
gation. The orange is an evergreen 
plant, growing in its nacural habitat 
at all times. When climatic ccnc:tions 
permit, its foliation: is constantly 
alive and in action, either in the prepa- 
ration of new wood, or in the :inaturing 
of the old, together with its fruit. Con- 
sequently the orange tree needs mois- 
ture, warmth and light at all times, 


and irrigation should be applied to fur-- 


nish a constant supply «f moisture. 
Orange-growers fertilize for wood 
growth at a certain time of the year, 
and for fruit growth at another time— 
and with different elements. But that 
is done to supply lacking ingredients, 
while the scope of irrigation is merely 
to keep the soil laboratory at work. So 


what the gentleman meant by “the 


proper time for irrigation” in

In the 
Macneil orchard the trees are as large 
and vigorous as the adjoining navel 
trees, and are very heavily loaded with 
fruit.

THE PLAINS ACROSS, 


Our Antipodes—and the Middle. 
rE OF the far West and they of 
the East have expended much 
energy and not a little venom 
over each other’s foibles and follies. 


We are apt to be boastful barbarians» 


with only the backing of climate and 
braggadocio. They, too often, efféte 
exuviae of a bygone civilization. The 
debate, while in the main-a good-na- 
tured one, has at times grown acri- 
monious almost to the point of blows. 
Now, if like the quarrelsome married 
couple, we could only find a peace- 
making middle man to fall upon and 
belabor, it would reunite the extremes 
and incidentally wake up the inter- 
loper to his own gain. 

We have the middle man at hand in 
person of the great Middle West, and 
it needs the worst drubbing of the 


| three, if it would keep up with the na- 


tional procession. 

The traveler who rushes across in 
five days, two-thirds of which is con- 
sumed in. sleeping, eating and in the 
assimilation of lurid railroad fiction, 
sees but little of what is about him. 

The tail-ender on a Presidential 
tour—or on a traveling Bryan circus, 
only sees the crowds—or feels it when 
his watch is lifted, and never mind how 
big the circle he has only seen the 
people, but not the country. He must 
purposely lose a train now and then at 
a country X-roads, as well as at a big. 
town, and then he will have accom- 
plished two things: He will have seen 
the Middle West, and he will have reg- 
istered an indelible oath never to lose 
another train in that region. 

All the way to Denver—across the 
pine-clad stretches of Northern Ari- 
zona, or even the parched and painted 
mesas of New Mexico—one seems to 
feel the regenerate influences of the 
Pacific, and that this boundless em- 
pire and still boundless waste is preg- 
nant with the present probabilities of 
mineral wealth, and that when the 
water comes that some day will be 
brought there; that its future will be 
shaped by the same influences and the 
same race that has built California and 
brought her to her present prestige. 
Once Denver is behind you, and all 
this vanishes like a dream. 


For hundreds of miles’ through 


‘Northern Colorado, the whole of Ne- 


braska, and for more than - half of 
lowa, you travel through the very 
vitals of the Middle West; and the 
conditions and surroundings are pre- 
cisely and identically the same and 
equally as forbidding as they were 
twenty-five years ago. To be sure, the 
evidences of material prosperity are 
a hundredfold more pronounced now 
than then. At that time the unctuous 
swine lolled and wallowed in the mire 
at the kitchen door, and sleek kine 
mooed musically as they loitered 
where the front lawns should have 
been. 

Today some of this is changed. The 
buyer and the trader is abroad in the 
land looking for food for 75,000,000 peo- 
ple. He had suasion in his tongue, and 
good red gold in his hand. Now the 
gold jingles in the farmers’ jeans, and 
the big steer and the fat porker have 
gone; but in their place, in the samé 
muck and in the same front yard, and 
Where the lawn still is not, only lin- 
gers the underdone little shoat and the 


immature and-unsalable cowlet....The.. 


same granaries as of yore still stand, 
but they are not bulging with fatness 


~“now as then, because the yellow ears 


that were wont to distend them to 
bursting are now sold as fast as they 
can be hauled from the field to the 
cars. The same old shacks of dwell- 
ings still disfigure the landscape, and 
the new ones going up are only typi- 
cal ofthe wrath of God. 


__These dwellings—one, in the effront- 
ery of new paint to emphasizé its bra- | 


zen ugliness, the other tottering to ar 
unlovely and loveless decay; neither 
relieved by a single tree ‘or bush; 
neither with so much as a vine or 
creeping thing about to screen their 
harsh and forbidding angularity, are. 
types, one regrets to say, of 75 per cent. 
of the homes of this great section of 
the Middle West. Every few weeks we 
read labored closet editorials trying to 
explain the hegira of the American 
boy from the farm. | 

He who goes within gunshot of them 
can readily understand the reason, and 
his only wonderment.is that so large a 
proportion of the farmers’ boys, or his 


case; and the soil that produces the 
biggest thing on earth in the way of 
céreals, needs no apologist on its part 
for not bringing forth a ‘bunch of po- 
sies, a hardy rose, or a climbing hon- 
eysuckle. 

Out of a tale of fifty (by actual 
count) of consecutive farmhouses in 
that region, nine only had any living 
green thing about them. Of the 
nine, five had been built where a 
few cottonwoods had jutted out and 
escaped beyond the limits of the creek 
bottom, so that the proprietor was al- 
together guiltless of the improvement. 

The remaining four all had a forty- 
foot patch of cabbage adjoining, or in 
front of the house, and two of these 
—just two in fifty, had in a moment of 
giddy and uncontrollable fit of expan- 
sion, annexed a few apple trees and 
small fruit bushes.

POULTRY. 


Grit. 


HE gizzard is competent to render 
very fine the hardest maf*rial the 
hen may eat, but in order to do this 
it must be assisted by the use of gravel, 
sand or other sharp cutting, hard ma- 
terial. How many farms there are in 


the West where even no sand exists 


and poultry have to depend on old cast- 
off buttons, pieces of glass and other 
hard material which they may happen 
to see in their daily perambulations. 
It is safe to say that many diseases 
on the farm where but little grit is 
found may be traceable to the lack of 
it. We have frequently called atten- 
tion to the function of the gizzard, and 
have shown how a gizzard of a grain- 


eating fowl may change to a stomach 


when flesh and other suft substances 
have been substituted for a long period, 
and vice versa. Hence, in order to have 
the fowl in the best of health it shoult 
be provided with the right kind of grit 
and then fed the right kind of food. In 
order to get the greatest good from 
food which is to furnish the lime 
necessary, it should be fed in such a 
manner that its soluble parts will be 
assimilated. Bones are phosphate of 
lime, but egg shells, chalk, limestone 
and oyster shells are carbonate of lime. 
Such are insoluble in Watér, and the

Avoid Overheating, 
NEARLY ruined a fine lot of chicks 
this year by neglecting to divide 
them at, the proper time. There 
were thirty-nine in the bunch, and I 
gave them all to one hen, and placed 
them in a box and runway that was 
sufficiently large for a while; but other 
cares caused me to neglect them until 
they were too big and warm for their 
quarters. When too late I. found that 
they had suffered from overheating, 
two unfortunate results, 
in some instances and 
“scalded skin” in others. 

Birds that sléep in crowded lots never 
do well. Close, impure air déstroys 
their appetite, scalds, subjects to too 
great transitions of temperature of 
mornings, if allowed freedom to walk 
before feeding time in dam 
Birds so stunted never ruil 
from the ill effects, and so never reach 
normal size. Take two flocks of chicks. 
Give one ample, cool quarters in which 
to sleep and the other a crowded place 
the air of which is stifling and breath- 
poisoned. In two months they will not 
appear to be of the same strain or 
breed.” 

In allowing coop room precautions 
must be taken against increased growth 
of chicks, while the room remains the 
same. A good rule to remember is 
this: The fewer the number in one 
roosting place and the purer, cooler 
and sweeter the air, the better for that 
number.—[California Cultivator. 


LIVE STOCK, 


Anthrax at Compton, 
HE TIMES several 


weeks ago 


called attention to the prevalence of 


several kinds of contagious cattle 
disease in Southern California, this de- 
partment having made a careful in- 
vestigation of the field to ascertain the 
condition of grazing and dairy stock. 
The report was somewhat alarming, 
and since it was made it appears that 


dairy stock and domestic cows are af- 


fected seriously also. 

The disease that is now most preva- 
lent, and which seems to be spreading 
among milch cows, and young cattle 
not upon ranges, is the black leg, or 
symptomatic anthrax. It is caused by 
the presence of a bacillus which de- 
ranges the blood, causing muscular 
hemorrhage, or the collection of blood 
just under the skin of the diseased ani- 
mal, usually affecting the legs. It is 
usually fatal, though not so ranid in 
its work ,as splenetic or malignant 
anthrax. The remedy that promises to 
cure and immune from black leg is a 
lymph introduced by inoculation, and 
which can be furnished by any good 
veterinary surgeon. 
wood furnishes The Times the follow- 
ing information concerning the disease, 
and its treatment in this county. He 
obtained his information from the cat- 
tle-owners whose herds were treated: 

“About one hundred cattle, compris- 
ing three herds near Compton, have 
been inoculated (with the lymph,) with 
apparent success, against the disease 
commonly known as black leg. The 
herds belong to J. N. Spencer, James 
Orr and W. H. Carpenter. The disease 
usually manifested itself upon thin and 
young cattle, as they were fattening. 
The progress of the malady was rapid. 
A cow would be sick but a short time 
before one of her legs would be seri- 
ously swollen. A hand rubbed over 
the swollen part would produce a boil- 
ing sound, as if the blood were bub- 
bling underneath. In some cases medi- 


cines would be effective,

“Previous to last August Mr. - 
cer had lost four the 
All the other cattle in 
inoculated twice, and there have been 
no symptoms in that herd since. Mr 
Orr commenced inoculation in his herd 
in September. One cow was very sick 
with the black leg when treated, and 
the animal recovered rapidly. The 
other cattle in Mr. Orr’s herd have 
none of them been afflicted since the 
inoculation. Mr. Carpenter’s herd 
which was treated in September, has 
likewise been apparently immune. In 
the three herds twelve cows died from 
the disease previous to the inoculations. 
Mr. Orr says that since his herd was 
treated the butter-fat tests of the milk 
have been raised from 3.5 per cent. to 
4 per cent.” 

ANTHRAX VS. BLACKLEG. 

In an excellent article by Fred H. 
Bixby, published in the current num- 
ber of the Cultivator, ke classes an- 
thrax, bloddy murrain, Texus fever 
and blackleg altogether as the same 
disease. It matters not by what name 
a diséase is called, if it can be treated 
successfully by some available specific. 
But where remedies are yet largely

diseases their proper application de- 
pends upon a knowledge of the par- 
ticular form to be treated. The best 
authorities—agree that. malignant an- 
thrax results from the presence of a 
minute organism, the bacillus an- 
thracis, and that it is associated with 
many kinds of animals, including man, 
It is a deep-seated and virulent dis- 
ease, and is not caused by the bacillus 
of the blackleg. Authorities agree also 
that the bacillus which produces symp- 
tomatic anthrax, or blackleg, is dis- 
tinct from all others, and its manifes- 
tations are so easily discovered that 
they are called symptomatic anthrax. 
If all diseases of the character under 
consideration are due to the presence 
of minute, foreign organism, and the 
bacilli of one disease is known to be 
distinct from those of another, then 
confusion of names might make a dif- 
ference in the treatment, for one germ 
will thrive upon the antidote of an- 
other. At» any rate, too much etudy 
and discussion cannot be given to thes2 
eattle ailments, for something must 
be done to immune the stock of South- 
ern California or it will perish. Ter- 
haps a heavy, wet winter would do 
much to minimize the attacks of these 
pesky microbes. A prominent veterie- 
nary surgeon. writes The Times: 

_ “In reference to the diseases of cat- 
tle, prevailing at present in many sec- 
tions of this country, I will refer briefly 
to two forms, anthrax and blackleg. 

“Anthrax is an infectious disease, 
chiefly limited to cattle and sheep, and 
is caused by a microscopic orgenism 
known as anthrax bacilli. 

“Blackleg is also an infectious disease, 
similar in some respects to anthrax 
and vet having a distinguishable f- 
ference such as swelling und the crack- 
ling sound over the swollen tarts, more 
hurried and difficult breathing, par- 
ticularly if there is swelling in the 
throat as is very often the case. It 
is most prevalent among young cattle. 

“As treatmentis of little orno avail 
in these diseases, once they become 
fully established in the system, preven- 
tion becomes the most important sub- 
ject for consideration. 

‘It is known that anthrax virus 
thrives best under certain conditions of 
the soil, for instance, fields containing 
stagnant pools may be the source of 
infection, so that the proper drainag?2 
of such swampy lands is a very im- 
portant factor. 

“It is-also of the utmost importance 
that carcasses of animals which havea 
died of these diseases should Le prop- 
erly disposed of, as such bodies con- 
tain the bacilli in enormous numbers, 
ready to form spores when ex:nsed to 
the‘air. These carcass?s should either 
be cremated or buried so «deeply that 
the spores may be prevented from 
forming, and that no animal may hava 
access to them. After making a cor- 
rect diagnosis the diseases, I pro- 
ceed to vaccinate the remainder of the 
herd, either vith anthrax vaccine cr 
blackleg virus, both of which have 
proven very successful in protecting 
and preventing the loss of cattle.” 


THE APIARY. 


Unfinished Sections. 
T THE close of the honey flow, 


“hives and sorted, theré-are bound 
to be’\more or less unfinished sections. 
What ‘to do with them is sometimes a 
.perplexing\\question. Some of them 
may, of course, be used on the home 
table. My method is to sort out all 
sections weighing, less than twelve 
ounces, shave off the cappings and put 
them into the extractor. Swing out 
the honey from them and put them out 
in the apiary some bright warm after- 
noon, and have them all cleaned out 
by the bees. Toward evening, when 
the bees leave them, take them in and 
use them the next season as bait 
combs. By placing six, or eight of 
these bait combs in the supers with the 
other sections the bees are induced to 
begin work in the sections much sooner 


‘than they otherwise would. They may 


be used in feeding weak colonies by 
placing them off top of the hives, when 
the bees will quickly carry the honey 
below into their brood nest. In this 
case, the honey should not be pre- 
viously extracted, as above stated.— 
(Rural New Yorker.

SARDINES. The sar-- 
dine industry in Maine is confined al- 
most entirely to Washington county 

and principally to two towns of- that 
county, says the New England Grocer, 

namely, Eastport and Lubec; although 
there are factories Pembroke, KRob- 
binston, Millbridge and Jonesport. 
There are probably about fifty factories 
‘{n all, employing from 100 to 250 hands 
each, from four to five months in the 
year. The canning season commences 
the latter part of July, and ends the Ist 
of September. Nearly all the sardine 
factories in. Maine have recently passed

into the possession of one of two: great” 


syndicates, known as the “Sea Shore” 

and “The Standard.” The value of the 
total output of the sardine factories of 
Maine has averaged about $3,000,000 for 
several years, but under the impulse of 
the syndicate the output will be in- 
creased while the price will not be de- 
creased. The objects of forming the 
syndicates are for the purpose of pay- 
ing a uniform price for fish during the 
season, of buying supplies in large 
quantities and at the’ lowest possible 
prices, of selling the goods without the 
-{ntervention of brokers or commission 
merchants; in fact, of reducing the 
whole great industry to a perfect sys- 
tem, with uniform prices for fish, sup- 
plies and labor, and a uniform price 


for the goods when packed. It ‘= esti- 
mated that the total output ‘vr the 
present season will not be far from 


gro cases. Allowing 500 cases as 

carload it would require 3000 freight 
ae of ordinary size to conv cy the sar- 
dine pack to market. 

The fish,-which are only the ordinary 
herring, are caught in seines scat- 
tered all along the coast from Mill- 
bridge to Robbinston, a distance of 
about a hundred miles. The seines 
are made by driving poles into the 
earth at some point near the shore 
“where the tide ebbs and flows. These 
poles are for the purpose of holding 
the netting in place. The seines are cir- 
cular in form, with the exceptions of 
the part extending toward the shore, 
which proceeds in a straight line. The 
fish are arrested in their progress by 
the netting, and will swim round and 


round for hours in the seine without 
finding the outlet, although it stands 
wide open. The seines are visited 


every morning by boats and the fish 
secured. The boats sail directly to 
the factories, leaving so many hogs- 
heads at one and so many at an- 
other,-according fo their eapacity. 
The first process in canning is to cut 
open the fish, and this is done in the 
basement by boys. The work is not 
particularly clean, but the boys make 


good pay, and that is what they are 
after. After the fish are cut open 


they are thrown into tubs containing | 
a@ strong brine, where they remain ’ 
about twenty minutes. The fish are 
then laid on iron crates and conveyed 
to an immense oven, where the crates 


are laid on revolving. shelves. In 
about twenty minutes the fish are 
thoroughly cooked and ready for 
packing. There are two methods of 
packing, one in oil, the other in 
mustard. The ground mustard is 
mixed with vinegar and comes in bar- 
rels containing forty gallons each. Cot- 
tonseed oi] is used, and that also 


comes in barrels of forty gallons each. 
AS a general thing the cans are made 
at the factory where they are used. 
One hundred cans of those packed -in 
oil make a case, while fifty cans of 
those packed in mustard form a case. 
Girls generally do the packing. About 
a gill of oil is poured into a can, and 
then the baked fish from the ovens 
are: carefully packed into it and the 
cover snapped on. 

‘This work is done very fast, and 
the: girls make good wages. Almost 
everything in a sardine factory is done 
by the piece, and by-rapid work ex- 
cellent wages are made. Girls can 
make from $1.50 to $2 per day. Boys 
can make from $1.25 to $1.75 per day, 
while those who seal the cans ean 
make from $3.50 to $5 per nay The 
sealing of the cans is the most diffi- 
cult part of the work. The sealer sits 
in front of a little furnace, where his 
soldering iron is heated by burning 
gas. The solder comes in a little rib- 
bon; and is wound on a reel. The 
ekilled sealer seizes the can and runs 
the heated-iron around the cover hold- 
ing the solder just in front of it, and 
page the can s0 rapidly that _the 


The sealed cans are Reser thrown tab 
@ bath of boiling water, and remain 
there about two hours. If any of the 
cans leak the tops will bulge out. 
and these must be resealedr“The cans 
are cleaned by throwing sawdust op 
them, and they are then ready to be 
packed into wooden boxes or cases. 
These boxes are sometimes made at 
the factory, but usualy they are 
bought in shook form. About $1,599.000 


is now annually paid out in wages 
the sardine factories. The business 
must be considered as one of the 
great industries of the State, more 
important than the lime, ice or slate 
industries. Eastport and Lubec, the 
great centers of the sardine industry, 
are advancing materially with rapid 
strides.

SANTA ANA, Nov. 9.—[{Regular 
Correspondence. } Santa Ana has a 
twelve-year-old horse-thief, in the 
person of Ernest Baynes, who resides 
with his father on West Third street. 

The lad, who is small for his age, 
and has large blue eyes and light 
hair, went to Willson's livery stable in 
this city last Saturday morning and 
hired a@ gaddie horse, telling the 
liveryman that he wanted the horse 
for a few hours to go to Tustin to 
collect some money from a rancher 
for whom he had been picking wal- 
nuts.

NEW HEBREW CONGREGATION 


PLANS PERFECTED. 
A mass meeting for the purpose of 


presenting plans for the organization of 


a Conservative Jewish congregation 
was held last night in Ebell Hall. 
There were only twenty-five present 
when the chairman, S. 8S. Federman, 
called the meeting to order, and intro- 
duced Dr. M. G. Solomon, who stated 
the object of the movement. The 
speaker said that there was great need 
for a congregation in the city that rep- 
resented the Jewish religion as it really 
is, and not what reformers have ‘mad» 
it. Under the present state, he con- 
tended, it is impossible to give the | 
children of the Jews the proper edu- 

cation in Jewism. In order to over- | 
come this the present movement pro-_ 
posed to open a day school where Jews, 
rich and poor, would be taught the re- 
ligion of their fathers. It is the inten- 
tion to rua this school in connection 
with a conservative Jewish religious 
organization, and run both go that they 
will be self-supporting. 

With this object in view a temporary 
board of directors had been elected, and | 
the meeting last evening was for the 
purpose of presenting the mutter to 
those interested in the cause. Although 
disappointed at so small ap attendance, 
Dr. Solomon stated that the provicters 
of the movement were not in the least 
discouraged. 

“A new synagogue is assured,” satd~ 
he, ‘and we are confident that we will 
be able to hold services as early as 
December. Committees have been ap- 
pointed, and artieles of incorporation 
will be filed at an early date. The con- 
gregation will be known by the name 
of the People’s Synagogue, Beth- Fl, 
which means the House of God,’ 

The meeting adjourned, to meet at 
the call of the chair at some date in the 
near future. at which time a statement 
as to membership and général purpose 
of the new order will be made public. 
Meantime an appeal to local Jews will 
be made to assist in supporting the 
church and school. The sum of $1 per 
month will entitle the scholar to a seat, 
and the average membership dues will. | 
be about $25 a year.

Owing to the unusually large number
